How to Bay Meat*. 


Ketc Tort- Trttniiu. 


There are not many housekeepers 


who have any thprongh knowledge 
about meats; the condition in which 
it ought to be bought, its appearance 
when it is unfit for use, and the 
most desirable cuts to purchase. 
This sort of knowledge is most es- 
sential, especially when there exists 
so little conscience on the part of the 
butchers. One tact should be re- 
membered, and that is that in the 
purchase of meats, as in everything 
else, the best ia the cheapest. Cheap 
joints always include large bones 
and sinews; such joints should be 
used for soup and gravies. 
For 


roasting and boiling choose the bet- 
ter cuts, such as legs of mutton, and 
veal, ribs, sirloin aud round ot beef. 


Ox beef, when good and young, 


has a fine, open grain and a good, 
red color; the fat is firm and white. 
The grain of cow beef is closer and 
the color darker. 
When the fat of 


beef is hard and skinny, and the lean 
of a deep red, it is very inferior. 
Old meat may be known by a line 
of horny texture running through 
the meat of the ribs. 
The cuts 


known as chuck, brisket and round 
are the least dtsirable. Sirloin and 
middle ribs are the best for roasting. 


In choosing mutton, look for 


firmness and fineness of grain, good 
color and firm, white fat. Lamb 
should be fresh. The vein in the 
neck of lamb is blue when the meat 
is fresh, but turns green when kept 
too long. In buying hind-quarters, 
examine the kidney; there will be a 
slight smell if the meat is not as 
fresh as it should be. Veal is gen- 
erally preferred when the meat is 
delicately white, but it is better fla- 
vored and more juicy when the col- 
or is a little deeper. To test veal 
ook at the loin; if the kidney, which 
ill be found on the under side of 
pe end of the loin, is enveloped in 
rm and white fat, the meat is cer- 
ainly recen Jy killed and undoubt- 
dly good.

A few days before 


March 4, 1861, Abraham Lincoln, com- 
ing from Pennsylvania secretly and by 
night, had literally been smuggled into 
the capital ot the'nalion whose people 
had named him as their chief magis- 
trate. War was imminent, though but 
few men knew the danger, and the best 
friends of the man who was to be the 
martyr to his cause feared that his life 
might be sacrificed eren belore his 
great work was begun. It was during 
tbe early chill of a dismal March morn- 
ing—most dismal in Washington—that 
President Lincohf was mil secretly at 
the railroad station by his trusted 
triends, William H. Seward and Elihu 
B. Wai-hburn. Together with these 
gentlemen he drove over the rough 
pavement of the avenue quietly to his 
hotel. For a time—indeed till the 
proper moment had arrived—it was not 
known to half a dozen persons that he 
had entered the capital in safety. 
In 


fact, even when the 4th of March had 
arrived, there were those in Washington 
and out of it who professed to believe 
that the. President elect had not reached 
die capital. 
Punctually at 11 o'clock 


on that day, however, the inauguration 
procession, with the tall, gaunt form 
and stronc face of Abraham Lincoln, 
prominent in (he place of honor, moved 
down the avenue toward the national 
state IIOUM\

Goneral Scott, then at the head of our 
armies, had done all he ounld by careful 
assignment of the handful of men at 
hn command to preserve the peace and 
protect the President from molestation.

in the evening he attended the inaugu- 
ral ball, at which there was also pres- 
ent his great competitor, the sturdy 
Senator Douglas. At the second inaug- 
uration of the man who must ever be 
remembered as the signer of the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation, it is memorable 
tbat negroes appeared in the procession 
as citizens and soldiers ot the United 
States. It was only too soon afterward 
that a great funeral procession moved 
over the avenue to mourn his foul as- 
sassination.

1881. 
Appeal being taken, the Appel- 


late Court holds that the election of 
the President of the United States 
takes place on the first Wednesday of 
December in the year in which the 
Electors are appointed, and it may be 
truthfully alleged that James A. Gar- 
field was voted for for that office in 
the year 1880. 
If the proceedings of 


the Electoral Commission show that a 
President was elected or appointed in 
1877 instead of ISTfi, it cannot affect 
this case, as those proceedings are not 
authority in any Court. The decision 
of the lower Court was therefore re- 
versed.

tbe President: 'If the War is carried 
on by a divided North against a united 
Sooth we are beaten.' He felt it too. 
He said, one day: 'If there is any 
man in the land who can push on the 
army one hour fatter or one mile fur- 
ther than loan, I will let him have my 
place.' Horatio Seymour had carried 
New York, and it looked w if Thomas 
H. Seymour would carry Connecticut, 
in the face of the loyal people. We 
were much depressed. I. thought, per- 
haps, tbat Mr. Seymour—Horatio- 
could help us." 


"You had confidence in him ?" 
"Yes, if he could be made to follow 


bis better self. I knew him to be hon- 
eat, and incorruptible, and patriotic in 
action. He waa possessed by some 
mischievous political theories, but bis 
practical action was generally all right. 
It was obvious that we should have a 
very hard pull of it if Seymour and 
Eaton continued to oppose M in Con- 
necticut, if Horatio Seymour's message 
should give comfort to the Rebels, if 
Vallandigham aod Voorhees should 
continue to discourage enlistments in 
the West, and McClcllan should aulk in 
his tent at Trenton.

"This is astounding," t said; "I 


never heard of it before." 


"It 
may ba surprising," said Mr. 


Weed, "but it is true. And it was ad- 
mirable ia the President. Just think 
how muoh was at stake ! Well, I came 
home and communicated with Oov. 
Seymour without delay through a mu- 
tual friend. 
He received the sugges- 


tion favorably, though I believed, and 
still believe, that it was because he 
really wanted to save the country more 
than he wanted to be President, 
It 


was understood that all waa settled, 
and that the Governor's message would 
be for war. But there waa a marplot 
of secession proclivities in Albany at 
that time, and he invited Vallandigbam, 
Thomas H. Seymour, ahd others to Al- 
bany for a conference. The result waa 
as yon know. The message came out 
criticising the war and obstructing its 
prosecution. Seymour's philosophical 
theories were uppermost again. Then 
we turned to Gen. McClellan. Mr. 
Lincoln said he would do all be could 
to make MoClellan next President if 
McClellan would come out square and 
do his utmost for tba prowcution of the 


war. 


"Again 1 bore the message. I came 


to New York, and through a well- 
known War Democrat I communicated 
with McClellan. 
My message was 


pleasantly and favorably received, and 
we opened correspondence. It was ar- 
ranged that a great war meeting ihouid 
be held in one of the parka here, it 
which McClellan would preside, and 
that this should lead up to other dem- 
onstrations for the Union in which he 
should be conspicuous. A day or two 
before the meeting was advertised to 
come off, I received a letter from 
MoClellan declining to preside I 
So 


that tffair exploded." 


"Probably the Democrats made him 


think that they could elect him on the 
stop the-war platform," I suggested. 


"I don't know he said; "but thtt 


ended negotiations ; and then victories 
began to help us, and we felt more in- 
dependent."

The Policeman Coadun case was warm-

the place made vacant by Chas. Johnson, 
the other unfortunate club-wielder, came 
up from tbe depot, surrendered his badge 
of authority and resigned his position. 
He claims that if the city does not grant 
its guardians of the peace any protection 
from the attacks and interference of viola- 
tors of the law he wishes to be counted out 
He says no mild course in enforcing law 
and keeping order will answer in tbe 
neighborhood of the depot, and he will 
not risk his life with all manner of 
roughs In that vicinity if he is not allow- 
to defend himself. He, too, is oft' duty 
ed to-day. This morning, on learning that 
Mr. Flynn had resigned, Col. White, of 
the Central House, paid a visit to Mayor 
Waggoner and Register Hardy, and re- 
quested that himself and his employes- 
seven or eight in number—be given po- 
lice authority to preserve order and pro- 
tect property at the Union Depot.
